That, even granting that we ara expeated to 
observe the greatest respect for native 
ideas and oustoma, it cannot be argued 
with reason that during « serious crisia 
care for the dead oan take precedence of 
the care and cure of the living. 

That, notwithstanding many rumours 
about successful cures effected by native 
doctors, the actual experionce of hospi- 
tals managed by natives is that -trest- 
ment and attendance are practically 
ignored, and the labelling of coffins is 
everything. 

That it is but too true, I fear, even the 
coffiaing and interment of the dead are 
abandoned altogether by the terrified na- 
tives, when on epidemic produces a panic. 

Thatthe Government of Hongkong, having 
once given way to the prejudices of the 
Chinase, sppesr to be undecided as to 
what to do next; they agree to do. one 
thing to-dey, and refuse 6 do the same 
thing the next, ot . 

That it is not my desire to sssisf panic or 
to increase tho difficulties of the Govery.

-THE PLAGUE IN HONGKONG. 

Yesterday afternoon a special meeting of 
the Committes of the Genoral Chamber 
af Commerce was convened - to consider 
whether any representation should be 
made to the Governor in consequencs 
of the vory strong feeling existing 
amongst the Chinese with regard to the 
house-to-house visitation and the. cleaning 
of houses, which, it was maintained, was 
carried on & manner that gave iss 
to a: grest’ amount of unnecessary - an- 
noyance to the Chinese. Another mat- 
ter which the Committes considered was the 
representation that # great amount of dis- 
pleasure oxiats amongat the Obineze at the 
harm dono by the establishment of a cordon 
round the Harbour with a view to keep up 
the records of plague ¢ases, The Chinese 
have appatently jumped to “the eonalasion 
that they rere to be prevented from landing 
at Lai-chi-kok Hospital. The Committeo, 
after discussing the subjects with, it is 
stated, every desire to uphold in story 
possible way the Governor's action in this 
emergency, deputed the Chairman and 
Vico-Chairman (Hon. J. J. Keswick and Mr

¥. Mackintosh) to wait upon the Governor 
and lay the views of the’ Committee. before 
him, Our information is that His Excell- 
ency has promised to reconsider the regu- 
lations with a view to modification so 
far as practicable, and that he will 
issue a proclamation assuring the ‘Ohinese 
that there if’ no intention whatever of pre- 
venting them from going to Lai-chi-kok or 
to any other point on the mainland. The 
opinion has boon expressed that not ouly 
are these regulationa ill-considered but 
that a manifest minteke was made in adopt- 
ing snd endorsing all the action of tho 
Permanent Committee of the Sanitery 
Board without dao consideration by ‘the 
Governor and the Executive Council. 

Pha following communication has ‘bean 
received by Mr Francis, Chairman. of the 
Permanent Committee of the Sanitary 
Board :— . :
